I ordered some miniature pots from Mouser that fit in an altoids tin. I used= 
them for volume controls for the RockMite.

I've been looking for some miniature pots that would fit into small places,= 


and had 1/8" shafts. Had trouble finding some, especially a hundred K one= 
to be the speed control for my NorCal keyer (I robbed the one I had in the= 
NorCal to put in my DSW-II-20 after getting Chuck Olson's DSWK chip). This= 
morning I was given a couple of the Allen Bradley miniature "locking"= 
type's with short, screwdriver adjustable shafts. These came with the= 
"locking" nut already removed. The threaded mounting sleeve is tapered near= 
the end of the shaft, and is slotted to be crimped down on the shaft by the= 
locking nut. The threaded portion is almost 1/2" long, and longer than= 
really needed to provide mounting through a panel. I chucked the pot in my= 
drill press with the shaft pointing downward. I then got out my flexible= 
shaft tool with a small Dremel type cutoff wheel chucked in it. Spun the= 
pot with the drill press and carefully cut through the mounting shank= 
without going so far as to cut the shaft off. This left me with enough= 
shaft protruding to install a knob and after installing it in the NorCal= 
keyer, it worked. It's amazing what you can come up with when you're broke= 
and desperate for specialized parts - LOL.=20

The main culprit is the oscillator. The DDS Daughter card uses one of the 
lower current oscillators, but even so, the higher in frequency you go with 
an oscillator, the hungrier it gets. Of course, the lower you go, the more 
ragged the sine wave gets, so it's a nasty tradeoff. Still, if you are 
looking for, say, a 5 MHz injection, then maybe a 40 MHz or so oscillator 
wouldn't be such a problem, and you would dramatically reduce the current 
consumption. However, it would take software changes, and probably wouldn't 
hurt to recalculate the elliptical filter, either. The 9850 can take some 
current, too, although I've never seen one eat anywhere near as much as 
their spec sheet says it does. Again, though, the lower the clock, the 
lower the current. 


Digikey has a huge selection of compatible oscillators, although their 
selection is pretty weak on the >1O0OMHz end. But read the specs really 
carefully. Some of those things are amazingly hungry.

Hi there, 


In order to get a clearer and more correct picture on how folks voted on 
the CW issue presented in that poll, one should not forget to only take 


into account the votes cast for retain/drop CW. You can not know how the 
folks who voted on the other issues feel about the CW issue ('cept that 
it plays lesser of a role to them). 


What this means is that you have to recalculate the percentages based on 
the population that voted on the CW issue. When I checked this morning, 
3058 votes were cast to drop the code and 5052 votes were cast in favor 
of retaining the code requirement. The posted percentages are 
respectively 31.8 and 52.5. Recalculating the percentages for the 
appropriate population shows that actually 37.7% voted to drop the code 
and 62.3% voted to retain the code. Quite a difference. 


The way the poll is conducted and presented (btw, the ARRL does call 
these "surveys"), a minority can be shown in the results to retain the 
code requirement while that minority actually may easily represent the 
majority. 


And one should never present a link (option a.) to "favorable 
information" in any serious survey, which of course this isn't. Too bad 
that whoever composed the poll didn't include a link to their own CW 
information page ( http://www.arrl.org/FandES/ead/learncw/ ). I guess 
that page wouldn't attract new members, nor new funds.

Well, now that the holidaze hubbub is over, I got some time to work on my 
homebrew SSB transceiver. 


I mechanically mounted my little driver/PA submodules in my fourth "Keep It 
Simply Sideband" chassis/module today, and interconnected some changeover 
relay cables to the other three modules, and----put the little KISS rig on 
the air for the first time. I used my lab supply to feed it 12.8-V. At that 
voltage, it draws 140-mA in RCV, jumping to 480-mA in XMT. Everything looked 


good on my Tek 465B connected across the SO-239 at the rig's output. 


Feeling lucky, I hesitantly broke into an SSB roundtable at about 3.85-MHz 
at 12z, and immediately caught the attention of KM1A, John in Connecticut. 
He gave me a 5 x 4 report from my QTH here in southern Maine. 


Ain't too bad for what I measure on my scope at about 600-mW PEP, eh? 
I calculated output power as P = E(peak)*%2/2R = 842/2(50) = 64/100 = 640 mW. 


The REALLY exciting part of this milliwatt QSO was that the other members of 
the roundtable chimed in! 


VE3VKH, Ray, in Ottawa copied me clearly, and I also got "clear copy" 
reports from other ops (didn't catch their callsigns, as I was so excited 
logging this) on Prince Edward Island and New Jersey. This was VERY cool, I 
gotta say. Even these cats were excited. 


A few minutes later and a few kc up the band, I made another ssb QSO with 
WB1AIJ, Bob, in East Hartford, but he had a hard time copying me due to QRM, 
and then someone broke in to ask if he could call his friend on the 
frequency. The breaker made his call and then congratulated Bob on being a 
"great operator" because he let him break in----clobbering my QSO. Oh, well, 
what can I expect with a whisper QRP rig? 


Anyway, I made some JPEGs before and during final assembly, and when I put 
the rig on the air on my workbench, so I'll update my Web pages soon.

Chuck, 


I would be very careful about making such a blanket statement. Tubes, 
glass, metal, large, small, were in some ways still evolving when this 
country began its preparation for WW2 back in the 30's. The effort 
ramped up even further in 1941 when we became a serious participant. 


If you take a look at any point in time during the war you will see a 
very different cross section of equipment in use, equipment from the 
30's that should have been or is now being phased out through brand new 
gear still in the shipping box. This will be true throughout the war 
years . 


If we look at equipment cross section of any day we will see gear that 
is first being used in applications, like high altitude flight or other 
aircraft applications where the design engineers may have initially 
thought a metal tube offered shielding not available in a glass tube 
equivalent. 


There was the effect of time on our equipment cross section too. As 
our technology improved tubes went from GT (glass tube) to 

subminiature. Metal tubes were easy to make and substitute for the very 
large, and large based tubes of the Octal era, but have you ever seen a 
metal 6AQ5? As technology marches forward many concepts fall by the 
wayside. What was standard equipment in the first old Curtiss aircraft 
flying at Pearl Harbor on December 7th, 1941, would have looked like 
tank equipment in a late model P-51 or P-47 being prepared in 1045. 


And there is quantity too. For the early years of the war we left 
nearly as much hardware behind on the battlefield as we managed to drag 
home. This includes men and material. Couple this with small 
inventories of everything and you might have one reason to suspect the 
metal tube was never made or is as rare as gold coin. But if you had 
been an assembler in a radio plant in 1940 you might have seen the 
picture differently. 


The wonderful surplus gear many of us cut our first teeth on was mostly 
left overs from late in the war. Yes, there were high volume 
equipment's when the war ended that found there way to the surplus 
market. Radios like the infamous Command Sets that we used in great 
quantity were of this category, and so was the J-38 telegraph key. BUT 
there were radios built before them during the war and radios built 
after them that were almost never seen. And add to the survivor pile 


from World War 2 came the Korean was surplus, and then equipment 
obsolescence, and the propensity of our military to not give away their 
equipment to the home hobbyist, but to give it to other Governments 
(allies). Complex scrap heap!

I recently did a rehab project on a Bencher BY1 paddle. Upon completion 
of the rehab, (cleaning contacts, realignment, tightening the handles 
etc.) I noticed that it was not staying put on the desk. A closer 
inspection revealed hardened and cracked rubber feet. I used 
rubber/vinyl bumpers used on kitchen cabinets applied to the bottom of 
the existing old cracked rubber feet. Lowe's sells a package of a dozen 
1/2 inch diameter bumpers for less than $2.00. The addition of the 
bumpers will raise the stance of the paddle (1/16 inch or so) but WILL 
fix the scooting around problem. 


This simple fix will work on many different brands of paddles and bugs 
that suffer from slippery feet. I have used it on Bencher, Vibroplex and 
some homebrewed designs. The addition of the bumpers will provid 
additional clearance for the wire and allen wrench and clip in the 
Bencher.

To the informed ones: 

I am trying to build an amplifier for my DDS Daughtercard in 
order to get a +17 dBm signal out. If my effort pays off I will use 
attenuators of 10dB and 7dB to have levels for mixers and a O dB level for 
use with a step attenuator for general use. In my attempts to build an 
amplifier I have raised more questions than I have answers. Both of the 
questions concern an inductor in the collector circuit. If the 4:1 
transformer has an Xl at a particular frequency why does it transform the 
50 Ohm load up to 800 Ohms as opposed to transforming the Xl value down by 
a factor of 16? This fact is gleaned from EMIFRD. Also why is a_ step-down 
transformer used for impedance matching when it has a 4:1 voltage 
reduction? By my calculations this is a 12dB reduction, somewhat 
self-defeating. 

So far my results are not satisfactory. The wave form varies with 
frequency and I may have to go with a resistive collector load or maybe one 
of the MMIC's. I still need to vary the output so I can maintain a +17 dB 
level at the different frequencies. The DDS Daughtercard works perfect, it 
is my effort that is lacking.

I am looking for resistor wire to use in a shunt. Around 20 milliohms 
will do the job. Around 3" would be a nice length. 


If memory serves, 22 ga. copper is about right, but is light for the 15 
amps that will sometimes be flowing. Also, the restance of copper is 
rather temperature dependent. Nichrome wire resistance is way too high. 


Are there any resistance wires that have low specific resistance and 
good thermal properties? I suspect what is used in analog meters is 


what I am looking for.

Not much, not with out major modifications. 


You might be able to drop 15 ma or so by eliminating the MMIC, depending 
what you'll be driving with the DDS. Changing R1 back to 3.9K will rise the 
raw output back up to about 1 v p-p, suitable for driving the LO input of a 
SA612. 


Any further reduction in current would require reducing the clock frequency 
and possibly replacing the 5 volt regulator with a 3.3 volt type.

You will need to adjust TC6 such that the RH NC-20 receives on lower 
sideband. To transmit, you will need to add circuitry to get a 170 Hz 
shift when keyed by a space signal. This could easily be accomplished 
by switching in a voltage offset to U1 similar to the way RIT is 
accomplished.
